Cashier’s Cage, Vault and Pockets 
of Victims Looted by Three 
Thieves.

CALDWELL, O., May 18.—Bind- 
ing four bank officers and seven 
customers with rope, three holdup 
men escaped today with $25,000 
from the Noble County National 
Bank here. They looted the cash- 
ier’s cage, the vault and the pock- 
ets of their victims. 

Entering the bank the robbers 
menaced the officers and custom- 
ers with pistols, herded them into 
the president’s office and bounil 
them with tha rope they carried. 
They then searched the victims 
and took all valuables. 

A systematic search of the vault 
and cashier’s cage followed and all 
currency was removed. 

The robbers walked to a waiting 
automobile in which they fled to- 
ward Marietta. A few minutes lat- 
er a posse found the automobile 
abandoned at the edge of the city 
and received a report from a farm- 
er that his automobile was stolen 
by the holdup men. 


42 TUNNEL WORKERS TRAPPED 
BY LANDSLIDE IN ANDES 


$00 Lahorers Rushed to Scene 
From Temuco, Chile, to 

Aid in Rescue.

TEMUCO, Chile, May 18.—For- 
ty-two workmen were trapped to- 
day by a tandslide at Las Raices 
tunnel! at Longquinay, high in the 
Andes, where the new southern 
railroad over the mountains is be- 
ing constructed. Eight hundred 
laborers were rushed to the scene 
from Temuco to assist in the res- 
cue, 
The safety of the trapped men 
depended on whether they had air 
and whether water going down the 
mountains had reached them. The 
tunnel construction company offi- 
cers were pessimistic about the 
possibility of saving them, saying 
it might take 10 days to clear away 
earth from the mouth of the tun- 
nel.

VATICAN CITY, May 18.—Pope 


Pius XI, in an encyclical issued to- 
day, called the world to prayer, 
penance and mortification to save 
itself from “the peril of terrorism 
and anarchy” and “the still graver 
evils that are threatening.” 

For this purpose he set aside a 
period of eight days for “repara- 
tion” on the octave of the feast of 
the Sacred Heart, beginning June 3. 

He abjured the.faithful to ab- 
stain during the eightdays “at least 
from entertainments and amuse- 


ments, however lawful,” and urged 
that “those in easier 
stances” give to the poor “the pro- 
ceeds of this retrenchment.” 

In the encyclical, entitled “Car- 
itas Christi’—Christ’s charity—he 
enlists causes of the present “‘evils 
that are crushing humanity.” 

They are, he said, greed, the ac- 
cumulation of the wealth of na- 
tions in the hands of a smal! group 
of individuals, exaggerated nation- 
alism, 
wealth, communism and “‘the revolt 
of man against God.” 

From greed, he said, arises “the 
distrust that casts a blight on all 
human dealings.’”’ He reiterated 
the words of St. Paul: “The desire 
of money is the root of all evils.” 


Assails Speculators, Reds. 

Criticising Communists and spec- 
ulators, the Pope said a small 
group of holders of the world’s 
wealth “manipulate the markets of 
the world at their own caprice to 
the immense harm of the masses.” 

“Even those very few,” he added, 
“who with their speculations were 
and are in great part a cause of so 
much woe, are themselves quite 
often the first and most notorious 
victims, dragging down with them- 
selves into the abyss the fortunes 
of countless others.” 

“Profiting by so much economic 
distress,"” he added, “and so much 


+ moral disorder,.the enemies of all 


social order, be they called Com- 
munists or any other name, boldly 
set about breaking through every 
restraint. 

“This is the most dreadful evil 
of our times, for they destroy ev- 
ery bond of law, human or divine; 
they engage openly and in secret 


in a relentiess struggle against 
God Himself: they carry out the 
diabolical program of wresting 


from the hearts of all, even from 
children, all religious sentiment; 
for well they know that when once 
belief in God has been taken from 
the heart of mankind they will be 


entirety free to work out their 
will. 
“Thus we see today what was 


never before seen in history—the 
satanical banners of war against 
God and against religion brazen:y 
unfurled to the winds in the midst 
of all peoples and in all parts of 
the earth.” 

Of exaggerated nationalism, the 
Pope said: “There is no excess 
that will not seem justified. 

“Abusing this love of country,” 
he said, leads to “hatred, driving 
all to destruction.” “Sacred prin- 
ciples are trampled upon” and 
- “polluted.” 

Distribution of Wealth. 

Referring to the unequal distri- 
bution of wealth, he recalled that 
previously he had advocated ener- 
getically ‘“‘a more equitable distri- 
bution of the goods of the earth” 
to restore health ‘‘to the ailing so- 
cial body.” 

“If we pass in review,”’ he con- 
tinued, “the long and sorrowful 
sequence to woes that, as a sad 
heritage of sin, mark the stages of 
fallen man’s earthly pilgrimage 
from the flood on, it would be hard 
to find spiritual and material dis- 
tress so deep, so universal, as that 
which we are now experiencing. 

“Even the greatest scourges 
which have left indelible traces in 
the lives and memories of peoples 
struck only one nation at a time. 
Now, on the contrary, the whole of 
humanity is held bound by the fi- 
nancial and economic crisis so fast 
that the more it struggles, the 
harder appears the task of loosen- 
ing its bonds.” 

Deplorable as is the present state 
of affairs, he added, the root from 
which they spring is still more 
deplorable. “If what the Holy 
Ghost affirms through the mouth 
of St.. Paul is ever true,” he said, 
“much more is it true at present: 
‘The desire of money is the root of 
all evils.’ 

“Is it not that lust of earthly 
goods that the pagan poet called, 
with righteous scorn, ‘the accursed 
hunger for gold?’ ” 

The right order of Christian 
charity, the Pontiff said, does not 
disapprove of a “lawful love of 
country and a sentiment of justi- 
fiable nationalism,” but the abuse 
of these “insinuates itself into the 
relations between people and peo- 
ple.”

GUMMITTEE VOTES 
926,900 INCREASE 
IN CITY BUDGET 


This Is In Addition to Rises 
Aldermanic Body Ap- 
proved in Conference 


With Business Men. 


TOTAL WOULD MEAN 
$574,800 DEFICIT 


Every City-Paid Official 
Whose Salaries Are Fixed 
by Statute or Charter 
Asked to Take Cut.

The Ways and Means Co nmittee 
of the Board of Aldermen this af- 
ternoon voted to ask the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment for 
increases in three items of the city 
budget, amounting to $26,900, in 
addition to the increases approved 


in the recent three-day conference 


of the Board of Estimate, Alder- 
men’s committee and a _ business 
group. 

Chairman Neumann of the com- 
mittee said that, if the requested 
changes are made, the Board of 


Aldermen may be able, by suspen- 
sion of the rules, to pass the ap- 
propriation bill and the tax rate 
bill at its meeting Friday morning. 

The three increases favored by 
the committee are: Psychiatric 
Clinic, from $2100 to $9000; Effi- 
ciency Board, from $10,900 to $20,- 
900: Assessor, $10,000 addition for 
beginning new scientific assessment 
equalization system. 

The increases proposed, added to 
the budget measure as approved by 
the recent conference, would mean 
a deficit of $574,378 at the end of 
the present fiscal year. In case the 
Police Department takes a 10 per 
cent pay cut, this would be reduced 
to about $165,000. 

Agreement to Cut Pay. 

An agreement of city officials, 
and State officials paid from city 
funds, to accept a 10 per cent re- 
duction in their salaries, fixed by 
Charter or statute, was drawn up 
by the Board of Estimate and the 
Aldermanic Committee today, and 
was signed by seven of those pres- 
ent. Associate Comptroller Charles 
Cunningham, secretaary of the 
Board of Egtimate, was then sent 
out to collect other signatures to 
the document. 

As drawn, the agreement ex- 
pressly requires that every offi- 
cial whose pay is fixed by law sign 
it, before it shall be binding on any 
of the signers. The refusal of one 
person would invalidate it. Some 
of those to be approached, includ- 
ing some of the 18 Circuit Judges, 
have heretofore expressed unwil- 
lingness to accept any pay cut. 

The document, drawn up by City 
Counselor Muench, sets forth that 
the cost of city and State depart- 
ments supported from the City 
Treasury will exceed city revenues 
in the coming fiscal year, unless 
substantial reductions are made; 
that the services necessary to pub- 
lic health and safety cannot be 
kept up without reduction of 10 per 
cent in the pay of all officials and 
employes; and that reductions are 
to be made by Ordinance in the 
case of all whose salaries are not 
fixed by law. Those whose sal- 
aries a.e fixed by law, it is stat- 
ed, should in fairness accept pro- 
portionate reductions. 

“Therefore,” the agreement 
reads, “the undersigned officials 
whose salaries are so fixed by 
charter or general law as not to 
be subjeet to change by ordinance 
do hereby, in consideration of a 
similar agreement on the part of 
every other official whose salary 
is so fixed, agree for a period of 
10 months, beginning June 1, to 
accept 9) per cent. of their sal- 
aries in full payment. 

“It is the intention of all the 
Signators hereto that the agree- 
ment upon the part of each shail 
be conditioned upon, and shall, in 
turn, be a good and valuable con- 
sideration for, the agreement on 
the. part of all the others to such 
reduction and release.” 


No Word From Police Board. 


Those who signed the agreement 
before it was turned over to Cun- 
ningham for his canvass were

SENATE REJECTS 
BEER TWICE BY 
OU-23 AND 61-24 


Tydings’ Plan to Legalize 
2.75 Beverage for Relief 
Program Voted Down Af. 

. ter 4 Per Cent Fails. 


HAWES FAVORABLE, 
PATTERSON AGAINST 


Ballot Follows Debate on 
Necessity of Aiding Un- 
employed; Borah’s Third 
Party Warning.

WASHINGTON, May 18. — The 
Senate voted against beer twice this 


afternoon. A proposal by Senator 
Bingham (Rep.), Connecticut, to 
legalize 4 per cent beer and tax it 
at the rate of 3 cents a pint, was 
rejected by a record vote of 60 to 
23. A proposal] by Senator Tydings 
(Dem.), Maryland, to legalize 2.75 
beer and tax it at the same rate, 
was defeated by a vote of 61 to 24. 

Missouri’s Senators divided on 
both votes, Hawes (Dem.), voting 
for beer on each ballot, and Pat- 
terson (Rep.), voting against it. 
In general, however, party lines 
were completely obliterated. 

Galleries Crowded for Test. 

The votes, the first direct tests 
of strength in the Senate on beer 
in several years, came on Tydings’ 
proposed amendment to the new 
revenue bill. He estimated that 
the tax on beer would yield the 
Federal reasury about $500,000,- 
000 a year, out of which he pro- 
posed the financing of a $1,500,- 
000,900 program of public con- 
struction to relieve unemployment. 

Galleries were crowded in anti- 
cipation of the event, and as the 
hour set for 
dozens of members of the House 
ranged themselves along the rear 
and around the sides of the Sen- 
ate chamber to see ihe show. The 
balloting was conducted in an at- 
mosphere of poorly suppressed ex- 
citement. Although the outcome 
was certain, it was believed that 
the political destinies of several 
individual senators might hang on 
their responses. 

Switching on the Ballots. 

Bingham’s proposal was offered 
as an amendment to the Tydings 
measure, and was identical with it 
except for substituting 4 per cent 
for 2.75. Some interesting switches 
accurred on the two ballots. Sen- 
ators Shortridge of California and 
Cutting of New Mexico, Republic- 
ans, voted for 2.75 beer, but against 
4 per cent beer, evidently on the 
theory that the latter is intoxicat- 
ing and the former is not. But for 
reasons which they did not explain, 
Moses of New Hampshire and Reed 
of Pennsylvania, Republicans, vot- 
ed for 4 per cent and against 2.75 
per cent. Pittman (Dem.), Nevada, 
voted for 2.75 and did not vote on 
4 per cent at all. 

An hour after voting down the 
proposal to legalize and tax beer, 
the Senate, without a roll call, ap- 
proved the proposed taxes on wort 
and malt syrup, ingredients of il- 
licit beer, and on grape concen- 
trates, used in the manufacture of 
home-made wine. Predicting this 
result, Senator Tydings had com- 
mented scathingly on “the courage, 
consistency, manhood, logic, reason 
and love of the Constitution which 
allows us to vote against a harmless 
and constitutional beverage, and 
then turn around and vote a tax 
on the materials from which un- 
lawful beverages are made. 

The Senate then upheld the Fi- 
nance Committee’s recommended 
tax of 15 cents a gallon on brew- 
ers’ wort and 3 cents a pound on 
liquid malt, malt syrup and malt 
extract, ingredients used in mak- 
ing home brew. 

States Wet or Half Wet. 

The roll call showed 16 states 
with one or more Senators on the 
wet side. 

States with both Senators voting 
or paired for beer were New Jer- 
sey, Connecticut, Wisconsin, Louis- 
jana, Massachusetts, New York, LI- 
linois, Rhode Island, Nevada—a to- 
tal of nine. 

The seven states splitting their 
votes were South Dakota (Bulow 
voting wet), New Mexico (Cutting), 
Pennsylvania (Davis), Missouri 
(Hawes), California (Shortridge), 
Maryland (Tydings), and Montana 
(Wheeler). Ohio might be added 
to this list, since Bulkley, who was 
absent, is an outspoken wet. 

It was noticed that, with one ex- 
ception, all the outstanding Roose- 
velt partisans among the Demo- 
crats, including Hull of Tennessee, 
Barkley of Kentucky, Walsh of 
Montana and Dill of Washington. 
voted dry. The exception was 
Wheeler of Montana.

“Its continued agitation is pre- 
venting the solution of the more 
important economic question. 

“Thirty mililon people have be- 
come voters since prohibition went 
into effect. I think the time has 
come when this question should be 
submitted so the people may ex- 
press their will.” 

Milligan is seeking re-electién as 
a member-at-large in Missouri. 


Vermont G. O. P. Would Submit 
Dry Question to People. 
By the Associated Press, 

MONTPELIER, Vt., May 18.— 
The Vermont Republican Conven- 
tion today adopted a platform de- 
manding submission of the prohibi- 
tion question to the people of the 
United States and asking for “im- 
mediate and drastic reduction” of 
the “appalling expense of govern- 
ment.” 

The convention adopted two res- 
olutions, one of which urged the 
National Republican Convention to 
pledge every Republican member 
of Congress, or candidate for Con- 
gress, to vote only for legislation 
clearly within the powers delegated 
to Congress by the people, to enact 
legislation looking to the elimina- 
tion of abuses “arising out of the 
usurpation by Congress of powers 
never delegated to the Federal Gov- 
ernment,” and to reduce the “enor- 
mous burden of taxation.” 

The other urged the national 
convention “for the good of the na- 
tion” to pledge the party and its 
representatives in Congress fo pro- 
pose to the people, not later than 
Dec. 31, 1933. an amendment to 
the Constitution to enable the peo- 
ple to vote for the continuance or

of giving false information in con- 


nection with the Lindbergh kidnap- - 


ing, John Hughes Curtis of Nor- 
folk, Va., waived he:ring today 
and was held in bail of $10,090. 
The complaint on which he was 
arraigned, after reciting briefly the 
history of the kidnaping and muf- 


der of the Lindbergh baby, charged — 


that “on May 13, 1932, John 
Hughes Curtis, being within the 
State of New Jersey at the town- 
ship of East Amwell and the 
county of Hunterdon aforesaid for 
the purpose of hindering the appre- 
hension of the person or persons 
guilty of the said crime, did know- 
ingly or wilfully give false and un- 
true reports of the person or per- 
sons guilty of the commission of 
the crime aforesaid.” 

Curtis was formally placed un- 
der arrest by Lieut. A. T. Keaton 
of the New Jersey State polico in 
the Lindbergh garage at 4:30 p, 
m. Eastern standard time and was 
arraigned immediately afterward. 

After the hearing, which was 
held on the Lindbergh estate, with 
Justice of the Peace George Web- 
ster presiding, State Superintend- 
ent of Police H. Norman Schwarz- 


kopf announged that Col. Charles. 


A. Lindbergh did not attend. 

As soon as Curtis waived exam- 
ination bail was fixed at $10,000 
and he was held for action of the 
Hunterdon County Grand Jury. He 
was not accompanied to the hear- 
ing chamber by a lawyer. The bail 
was not furnished and Col. 
Schwarzkopf announced that com- 
mitment papers were being made 
out and Curtis would shortly be 
taken to the county jail. 

At 5:20 o'clock Curtis was taken 
from the estate ina car 
Prosecutor Hauck on his way to 
the county jail at Flemington. 

$25,000 Requested. 

Superintendent Schwarzkopf to- 
day confirmed the fact that a re- 
quest for $25,000 had been made 
upon Col.

“On Monday, March 28, Mr. Pea- 
cock (Dean H. Dobson-Peacock of 
Norfolk) visited the Lindbergh 
home and was interviewed by Col.

It 
has developed, however, that the 
child was dead at the time Dr. 
Condon began his maneuverings. 

Dr. Condon apparently referred 
to the three tokens by which he

“There has been nothing devel- 
oped up to this time which would 
indicate that Miss Gay was know- 
ingly involved with any intention 
of deceiving either Col. Lindbergh 
or the authorities. 

Dean !<nores Telegrams. 
“Two telegrams have been sent 
to Mr. Peacock (Dean H. Debson- 
Peacock, associate of Curtis in his 
negctiatie: both of which he 
has ignored, although we have the 
assurance of the telegraph corn- 
pany the ‘ave been personally de- 
livered. 

“Investigation has developed 
that the alleged anonymous tele- 
phone cal! which summoned Mr. 
Peacock to the Park Centra! Hotel 
in New York, where he registered 
under the name of Hill. was ap- 
parently put in by Curtis. Upon 
his arrival in New York Peacock 
went directly to Curtis’ apartment 
in the Prince George Hotel and 
interviewed Curtis.

The first confidential announce- 
ment of the kidnaping of the Lind- 
bergh baby on the night of March 
1, sent on the interstate police 
alarm system, said the child had 
deen spirited away in @ green au- 
tomobile. During a recent tele- 
phone conversation with the Nor- 
folk Public Safety Commissioner 
Curtis described a green car to 
him and said that discovery of 
that automobile might prove the 
key to the whole mystery. 

The only car which ‘ could be 
found in Norfolk resembling the 
description was one owned by 
Curtis himself and feund in -his 
ship yard. It is frem this car that 


scrapings have been taken for pos- 
sible analysis. 

Dr. Condon expressed no surprise 
when told of the Curtis confession 
and said that Curtis’ activities had 
broken his own contact with the 
kidnapers. 

Both Dr. Condon and Curtis were 
taken to the Lindbergh home for 
questioning last Thursday night. 
when the baby’s body was found. 
Dr. Condon was released the next 
day and Col. Lindbergh wrote him 
a letter thanking him for al! his 
efforts. Curtis was detained, how- 
ever, and his examination contin- 
ued until he suddenly broke down 
yesterday and typed out his con- 
fession. 

Fear of Suicide. 

Major Charles Schoeffel, assist- 
ant superintendent of State Police, 
made the following statement 
through John Tooey, secretary to 
Gov. Moore: 

“We had information from a 
confidential source in Norfolk that | 
this man (Curtis) became involved 
in financial difficulties and at- 
tempted suicide :nd after receiving 
that information, for his own pro- 
tection we placed a guard over 
him 24 hours a day. He has neith- 
er attempted suicide nor has he 
had an opportunity. He ‘is stil! 
being detained for questioning.” 

Gov. A. Harry Moore of New 
Jersey announced today that “gl! 
police work, State and Federal, is 
now co-Ordinate and all forces are 
swinging along with the same pur- 
pose in view." 

Gov. Moore said it wus probable 
that Curtis would be arraigned to- 
day after a complaint had been 
sworn out against him by the po- 
lice. A State charge, if made, the 
Governor said, would probably be 
that of making false statements.

Chief of Police Declares 
Fake Negotiator Made Re- 
quest of Col. Lindbergh 
—Associates Also Duped. 


Associa Press. 

By SORFOLE, Va., May 18.--Chief 
of Police Ironmonger said today 
that John Hughes Curtis, fake ne- 
gotiator in the Lindbergh kidnaping 
case, had requested Col. Lindberg 
to deposit $25,000 in @ Norfolk 
bank as an evidence of good faith 
and a down payment on the ransem 
for the return of Lindbergh's baby. 

The Norfolk Ledger-Dispatch 
further declared that Dean Dob- 
son-Peacock, another of the Nor- 
folk negotiators, flew to Hope- 
well on March 28 to advise 
Col Lindbergh of a demand made 
by the alleged kidnapers for “earn- 
est money.” When told of the news- 
paper story, Dean Dobson-Peacock 
said, “I know nothing about it.” 

The Ledger Dispatch said today 
Col. Lindbergh himself first tele- 
phoned to Norfolk the information 
of Curtis’ confession. The paper 
said Lindbergh called Capt. Ken- 
neth Whiting at the naval air sta- 
tion, advising him that Curtis had 
made the covfession and asking 
him to notify Edwin B. Bruce, of 
Elmira, N. Y.. a friend of Curtis. 

Safety Rox Opened, 

Officials of a local bank said 
today that the two New Jersey 
officials aiding in the investiga- 
tion here opened and examined the 
contents of Curtis’ safety deposit 
box. It wag stated that Curtis 


_ gave permission for the examina- 


tion. 

Police officials here accepted the 
Curtis confession as an expected de- 
velopment. Col. Charles H. Bor- 
land, Director of Public Safety, 
and Chief of Police S. W. Yron- 
monger, said their investigation 
had convinced them the Curtis ne- 
gotiations were faked. His story 
did not check with the facts as 
they found them. 

Checking Curtis’ Movements. 

It was learned from_an authen- 
tic source today that police have 
been checking the whereabouts of 
Curtis on the night of March 1, 
when the Lindbergh baby was kid- 
naped, and that his whereabouts 
at that time have not been definite- 
ly established,

nouncement that her husband had 
confessed faking his negotiations. 
said he was at home on the night 
of March 1. ae 
Police today obtained m - 
ings from the automobile owned by 
Curtis to ascertain if possible 
whether the soil can be identified 
as New Jersey soil. Investigators 
here said Curtis was evidently de 
scribing his own car when he asked 
police to look out for a green se- 
dan. A search here resulted in the 
finding of only one cer of his de- 
scription and this one, officers said, 
was his own, which they found 
parked at his boat-building plant. 
Chief of Police Ironmonger said 
today he did not think Curtis made 
a complete confession and that he 
withheld “something important.” 
Ironmonger would not give any in- 
dication of the nature of the in- 
formation bhe,thought Curtis with- 
held. The police official also re- 
fused to .say whether he had 
learned that Curtis had associates 
working with him to fake the nego- 
tiations. 
Knew Little of Maneuvers. 
Dobson-Peacock said that he knew 
little concerning the maneuvers of 
Curtis. 
“My work,” he sald, “has_ been 
largely a matter of waiting. Mr. 
Curtis has repeatedly requested me 


‘to ‘stand by’ and I had waited on 


these calls.” 

The minister pointed out that 
during the latter part of the “nego- 
tiations” of Curtis he had not re- 
ceived word from his associate for 
long intervals. He said that on one 
occasion, when Curtis had returned 
from a trip, the negotiator did not 
inform him of the fact, and he 
later learned of the return through 
newspaper men. . 

“I was presented by Mr. Curtis 
with his story,” said Dean Dobson- 
Peacack. “I believed it. He told 
Admiral Burrage. Admiral Bur- 
rage believed it. And. Col. 
Lindbergh, on the basisf of the 
same story, authorized us to act in 
the case.” 

Saw No Actual Evidence. 

The Episcopal clergyman, who 
made a separate trip by air te see 
Lindbergh on a day when most 
planes were grounded because of 
unfavorable weather, said he had 
never seen any actual evidence they 
were dealin, with kidnapers. 
“I relied on Mr. Curtis entirely,” 
he said, “I had his story concern- 
ing his interview with the ‘ge-be- 
tween.”

His story begins on the night of 
March 9 when a man known to 
him as “Sam” jumped on the run- 
ning board of his car, so he re- 
lated, and said he had been sent 
down to Norfolk by two men to see 
if he could get in touch with Col 
Lindbergh. 

Got in Touch With Dean. 

Curtis continued that he got in- 
touch with Dean BR. Dobson-Pea- 
cock of Norfolk, and later discussed 
the purported incident with Rear 
Admiral Burrage, retired. Through 
Burrage, who knew Lindbergh, he 
got in touch with the flyer and 
then began the amazing maneuvers 
that kept him in the public eye as 
a negotiator for the return of the

In his story he told of negotia-

Turin and Fox offered me meney 
for my knowledge of the Lindbergh 
case or pictures of the baby. 

“The matter was brought to my 
attention during a conversation, 
and due to what I now believe was 
@ distorted mind by brooding over 
it, I became insane on the subject 
for the time being, which caused 
me to create the story in its en- 
tirety which was untrue in every 
respect. 3 

“I never knew such people that I 
named to Col. Lindbergh, they were 
creatures of a distorted mind, with 
the exception of Morrie Truesdale, 
who had no connection with the 
crime. 

“I exceedingly regret that I 
caused Col. Lindbergh and others 
any inconvenience and wish it were 
in my power to correct my wrong. 

“In justice to my wife and two 
children, I trust that it ts in th

“Is there anybody aboard that 
boat named Alec?” asked an at- 
tache of the dock. “There is a 
telephone call for him.” 

The name “Alec” startled those 
on the smal! boat, for it was Lind- 
bergh’s alias, his real identity being 
known only to a few aboard. 

It proved to be Curtis at the other 
end of the telephone.

BREAD STRKE ENDS; 
PAY CUT COMPROMISE 


Some Drivers Take Estimated 
Reductions of 4 Pct. and 
Others 7 Pct. 


Union bread wagon drivers, who 
struck Saturday in resistance to a 
10 per cent wage cut, returned to 
work this morning after a com- 
promise with employers. 

Under a one-year ‘agreement 
signed late yesterday by officers of 
Local Union 611 and representa- 
tives of 16 wholesale bakeries, the 
625 drivers accepted a reduction in 
pay of $1.60 a week, from $38.50 to 
$37. Route foremen will receive 
$5 a week less, the new salary 
being $54. Special delivery men, 
formerly paid $35 a week, accept- 
ed a reduction of $2. 

In addition, the amount of week- 
ly sales above which a commission 
of 5 per cent is paid to drivers, was 
increased from $200 to $225. Abput 
one-third of the drivers were not 
exceeding $200 weekly in sales, and 
their wage cut is estimated \at 
about 4 per cent. The reduction 
for drivers previously earning com- 
missions on the basis of $200, is 
estimated at 7 per cent. 

The drivers quit work Saturday 
with permission of the Internation- 


ers demanded a cut of $3.85 «a 
week, declining a $2 weekly reduc- 
tion offered by the union. Only one 
bakery attempted to make deliv- 
eries under police protection, sev- 
eral. minor disturbances resulting 
when strike pickets followed the 
company’s trucks. Other bakeries 
asked their customers to call for 
bread and cake, and the union of- 
fered no interference to the plan. 

Due to the late hour at which 
the settlement was reached yester- 
day, the radio was used to notify 
the drivers to return ¢o their jobs 
this -morning. 


SEVERAL CANADIAN VILLAGES 
DESTROYED BY FOREST FIRES 


150 Settlers Lose Houses at Masse; 
New Blazes Started by Light- 
ning in New Brunswick. 

QUEBEC, May 18.—Several vil- 
lages and farm homes were in 
ashes today, leaving hundreds 
homeless in the wake of forest 
fires sweeping through the parched 
woodlands of the lower St. Law- 
rence Valley. 

Flames which ran along the 
banks of the Metis River feft the 
families of 150 settlers without 
shelter at Masse. The viilage of 
Val Alain, 40 miles from Quebec, 
a community of 35 buildings, was 
reported to have been wiped out. 
The flames were checked before 
they reached the nearby commun!- 
ties of Joly and Henri River. A 
fire in Matane County ate into the 
townships of Blais and Langis. A 
force of 400 men was assembled 
in the county to fight the fire. 
Parts of Ste. Louise and St. Aubert 
in L’'Islet County, below Quebec 
were destroyed and the railway 
station, school house and other 
buildings at Villeroy in Lotbiniere 
County were burned. 

In central and northern New 
Brunswick several new fires were 
started by lightning while fire 
fighters sought to control fires al- 
ready burning. A large crew was 
struggling to subdue flames ~*t 
Gaspereaux Forks in central New 
Brunswick. Additional help was 
sent to the district. In Nova Sco- 
tia several dwellings and farm 
buildings were destroyed by forest 
fires near New Glasgow.

Suit Against Dr. L. P. Fitzgeraid

AIR SEARCH IN ALASKA 
FOR MISSING EXPLORER 


Two Flyers Seeking Member of 
lll-Fated Cosmic Ray 
Expedition.

CHICAGO, May 18.—Pilots Jerry 
Jones and S. E. Robbins took off 
from Fairbanks, Alaska, today to 
search the mountains for Nicholas 
Spadevecckia, missing member of 
the University of Chicago cosmic 
ray expedition. 

American Airways offices here 
are in constant touch with Alaskan 
Airways, an affiliated company. 
whose pilots are aiding in the res- 
cue. Ray C. Whittaker of the Chi- 
cago office received this telegram 
today: 

“Ee. P. Beckweth rescued yester- 
day from Muldrow Glacier camp of 
the Leik-Lindley party and is in 
hospital fever stricken. Pilot Jones 
eo successful but hazardous 
landing on glacier after battling 
storm and fog. Jones unable take 
off from giacier with two men so 
left Percy T. Olton Jr. until today 
or tomorrow. We are preparing to 
establish base at Mount Eielson or 
on Savage River to continue search 
for Spadevecckia and the bodies of 
Allen Carpe (leader of the Chicago 
explorers) and Theodore Koven. 
Beckweth informs us Spadevecckia 
left party to seek aid equipped with 
food for seven days. That was nine 
days ago. Although he did not 
carry firearms there is chance he 
is still alive and everything depends 
upon our locating him at once. 
Members of Leik-Lindley expedition 
joining in search soon as possible 
but deep and soft snow makes foot 
search impractical at this time.” 

In order to land in the mountains 
the planes have been equipped with 
skis, but the Fairbanks airport was 
already clear of snow and the fire 
department had to flood the field 
and let it freeze to permit the take- 
off with the skis. 

The planes must operate over a 
250-mile course in their search, re- 
quiring a 500-mile flight without

Told of $25,000 Gift to 
Executive, Says It Has 
eaten 


BY SEW YORK, “iow 18.—Records 
of J. A. Sisto & Co. which would 
disclose the transfer of 33 bonds 
valued at more than $25,000 to: 
Mayor James J. Walker by J. A. 
Sisto, a broker, in November, 19293, 
are missing from the files of the 
brokerage house, it was brought 
out by Samuel Seabury, counsel to 
the Legislative City Investigation 
Committee at the resumption of 
public hearings by the committee 
today. Sisto, whose firm was pro- 
moting a taxicah franchise at the 
time, told recently of his gift of 
$25,000 in bonds to Walker. 

William R. Derby, who was 2 
partner in the brokerage firm dar- | 
ing 1929, testified that the records 
were “unavailable” and said that 
he knew-nothing about the trans- | 
action at the time it took place. 

Derby pointed out that the af- 
fairs of J. A. Sisto & Co. werc | 
handled by the Irving Trust Co., 
as receiver, from Sept. 30 to Dec. 
31, 1931, following the suspension 
of the firm by the New York Stock 
Exchange. He testified that the 
records involving the bonds given 
to the Mayor were. missing when 
the Irving Trust Co. returned the 
files. He was not able to say, how- 
ever, that the records were not 
missing before all the files were 
turned over to the Irving Trust Co. 

The missing records all con- 
cerned the purchase by Sisto from 
the brokerage firm bearing his 
name of the 33 bonds which Sisto 
testified he sent to Mayor Walker. 
Sisto testified that the bonds rep- 
resented part of a profit he made 
in Cosden oil stock. 

The missing papers included the 
“position sheet” of the firm on the 
day of the transaction, which would 
show the amount of bonds held by 
the firm; the sales record for the 
same date; the sales tickets and 
purchase tickets showing the pur- 
chase by Sisto and the delivery 
sheets showing delivery of the 
bonds to Sisto’s personal account. 

“Do these documents comprise al] 
the written records which a broker- 
age house would normally keep to 
show transactions of this kind?” 
Seabury asked. “I believe tHey do,” 
Derby replied.

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RECAPTURE CLAUSE 
REPEAL SIDETRACKED 


Congressman Rayburn Hopes, 
to Save Holding Company 
Provision in Bill. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 138.—Anoth- 
er proposal to give assistance to 
railroads is about to fall by the 
wayside. 

It is that portion of the Rayburn 
Holding Co.-rec: >ture bill that 
would repeal the law requiring car- 
riers to put into a Federal fund 
half of their earnings over 6 per 
cent. Early in the session, chair- 
man Rayburn of the House Inter- 


state and Foreign Commerce Com- 
mittee, suggested two major 
changes in transportation laws. 
One was repeal of the recapture 
clause; the other, based on a spe- 
cial study ordered by the House, 
would let the Interstate Commerce 
Commission supervise activities of 
railroad holding companies. 

. Both propositions were indorsed 
by Rayburn’s committee, and 
finally put into one bill. But when 
the Texas Democrat asked the 
Rules Committee to speed _ the 
measure to passage, it objected to 
the recapture repeal. 

In the hope that the holding 
company phase of the bill—already 
approved by a Senate committee— 
may be enacted, Chairman Ray- 
burn intends to ask the House 
Rules’'Committee to approve that, 
leaving the other proposal for fu- 
ture consideration. 

Under the original bill, carriers 
would be relieved of the possible 
necessity of paying $361,000,000 to 
the Government in excess earn- 
ings. Members of the Rules Com- 
mittee who opposed the proposal 
contended this was ont the psycho- 
logical time to give more aid to 
railroads. 

They pointed out that although 
railroads would receive only $13,- 
000,000 in actual cash, many con- 
stituents back home would think 
the $361,000,000 figure represented 
an actual refund. 

The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission has estimated it eventually 
would coliect the $361,000,000, aft- 
er lengthy end innumerable law 
suits, but so far theer is only $13,- 
000,000 in the recapture fund.

Operating Cost of Missouri and 
Ambassador Too High, 
Receivers Report. 


The Ambassador Theater lost 
$104,000 in operation last year and 
the Missouri Theater lost $120,000, 
receivers for Skouras Bros.’ Enter- 
prices reported to Circuit Court to- 
day. During the first 15 weeks of 
this year the Ambassador had only 
five profitable weeks and the Mis- 
souri had but one profitable week, 
the report continued. 

These theaters cannot be operat- 
ed profitably now or in the near 
future unless there is a substantial 
reduction in operating costs. partic. 
ularly rent, and overhead charges, 
the receivers declared. The rent is 
“based upon values far in excess 
of present values or those reason- 
ably to be expected within several 
years,” the report added. 

Rent for the Ambassador is 
$6000 a week and for the Missouri 


$2500 a week. The report said the 
Ambassador paid “several thou- 
sand dollars’’ weekly for moving 
pictures and the Missouri about 
$1000, and there were other ex- 
penses, such as stage shows at the 
Ambassador, salaries and adver- 
tising. . 

‘Skouras Bros. Enterprises, which 
is controlled by Warner Bros. Pic- 
tures, Inc., owns a half interest in 
the corporation operating the Am- 
bassador and the Missouri. When 
Jesse W. Barrett and Walter H. 
Nohl, lawyers, were appointed re- 
ceivers for Skouras sros., Dec. 2, 
they received a contingent direction 
to operate the theaters, but have 
not taken charge of the theate¥s 
as a result of stipulations with the 
defendants. The theaters are 
rented from the St. Louis Proper- 
ties Corporation, in which Skouras 
Bros. has a one-third interest. 

The report, filed by Harry 5S. 
Rooks, attorney for the receivers, 
describes an investigation of the 
general theater situation here, par- 
ticularly the prospects for large 
houses like the Ambassador and 
Missouri. It said: 


“Your receivers have found that 
in spite of the depression, moving 
picture films of the better class 
still draw satisfactory attendance, 
but such high quality pictures are 
few in number, and the local thea- 
ters have little control over what 
films they are able to. exhibit. 
Losses have resulted and do result, 
ae this cause. 

“On Grand boulevard, in the vi- 
cinity of the Missouri,-there are 
three first-run moving picture thea- 
ters with a combined seating ca- 
pacity of 14,000. Unless there is 
to be a loss on operations, each 
theater should play -.o a full ca- 
pacity at least twice daily, which 
would require a combined attend- 
ance in said three theaters of 28,- 


000 patrons. The neighborhood 
theaters throughout the city, al- 
though smaller and not having 


first-run pictures, are 
hibit at cheaper price 
somewhat. more convenient loca- 
tions, as wel las economic condi- 
tions, have attracted increased pat- 


le to ex- 
and their 


de luxe theaters.” 

Defendants in the receivership, 
representing the Warner interests, 
had refused to co-operate with the 
receivers except in a few-minor 
instances, the report declared. In 
spite of repeated formal efforts to 
obtain custody of the principal 
assets of Skouras Bros:, the receiv- 
ers met with no success until yes- 
terday, they related. Thomas J. 
Martin of New York, treasurer of 
the company, who was here to tes- 
tify in an accounting, gave the re- 
ceivers a key to a safe deposit box 
in Wilmington, Del., which is un- 
derstood to contain about $4,000,- 
000 in stocks and bonds. 

Harry Koplar, a Skouras Bros. 
stockholder, had obtained a con- 
tempt attachment against Martin in 
connection with the delay in turn- 
ing over the assets. A defense mo- 
tion to quash the attachment was 
overruled by Circuit Judge Nortoni 
yesterday, whereupon application 
was made to the St. Louis Court 
o fAppeals fora writ of prohibition 
to prevent Judge Norton! from pro- 
ceeding in the matter. In the mean- 
time a new contempt citation was 
issued against Martin, who was 
released on his own recognizance. 
The receivers obtained only nomi- 
nal assets of the company here.

Half an hour after being stolen 
from his crib, two-year-old Eugene 
Swearingen was found last night 
behind a rail fence 500 yards from 
his home at Warrenton, near here. 
He had a bruise over his left eye, 
but will recover. The kidnaping 
followed three demands for $500 
made upon his parents. 


The parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
George Swearingen, had been 
watching the child closely since 
threatening notes were received 
two weeks ago. Late last night 
they heard a noise which they ut- 
tributed to a dog, but did not in- 
vestigate immediately. When they 
went to the buby’s crib the child 
was gone. 

The entire village of about 200 
persons turned out ip a search and 
the child was found behind the 
fence. Officials said the boy either 
had been struck by the kidnapers 
or injured when he was dropped. 

The father told officers he had 
received three notes during the 
last two weeks demanding 3600 
under a threat of kidnaping the 
child but not having the money he 
refused the demands. 

The last note, officials said, left 
in Swearingen'’s automobile yester- 
day, demanded that the money be 
hidden under a plank at Scott Air- 
field, Yorkville, O., about four 
miles from Warrenton.

The father, who hag been unein- 
ployed for several months, turn-d 
the last note demanding nioney 
over to county officials, It read: 
“Bring $500 to Yorkville Airport 
Wednesday night at 11:45. Bring

County officials said they be- 
lieved the kidnaping was the work 
of someone acquainted with the 
Swearingen family and was inspired 
by the recent publicity given the 
Lindbergh case.” 

The kidnapers entered the hone 
through a rear window. The child 
was sleeping in a rear ground-floor 
room, and officials said’ they 
thought it was carried through the 
window wrapped in a blanket.

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DEARMONT AND WON 
FILE PETITIONS 


{Campaign of. Former Brings 


Pendergast Candidate. Out 
of Retirement. 


By CURTIS A. BETTS,

Official filings of State Senator 
Russell L. Dearmont and Francis 
M. Wilson for the Democratic 
nomination fop Governor yester- 
day made certain that the two 
candidates, who announced several 
months ago, will be contenders in 
the August primary. 

The filing of Wilson's name fol- 
lowed a few days after ais an- 
nouncement in St. Louis that he 
expected to deliver a series of 
speeches in June and July to pre- 
sent his views on public questions. 
This plan, if carried out, will be a 
reversal of the original Wilson 
policy of remaining silent on issues. 

Apparently the change in Wilson 
plans may be attributed to reports 
ef the progress Dermont has made 
in three months of active cam- 
paigning while Wilson was doing 
nothing personally, and was rely- 
ing on others to keep up the inter- 
est of his following. 

Dearmont Makes Statement. 

Dearmont appeared yesterday in 
the office of the Secretary of State 
and personally filed his declaration, 
while Wilson's arrived by mail. 
Dearmont issued a brief statement 
to the effect that he had found the 
Democrats of rural Missouri 
aroused in opposition to boss-con- 


trol of the party, and in a demand |. 


for a candidate for Governor who 
would be a militant leader in the 
genera! election campaign. 

Though Dearmont did not go in- 
to detail, his reference was to the 
anti-Pendergast fight he has been 
making for the past month, and to 
Wilson’s failure to enter actively 
into the campaign as evidence that 
no valuable leadership for the Dem- 
ocratic ticket could be expected if 
the nomination should go to him. 

Dearmont has had an uphill 
fight since he entered the race 
early in the year, Wilson having 
been looked upon as the nominee, 
probably without opposition. He 
was the candidate tn 1928, winning 
in the primary by a huge plurality, 
and failing to win in the general 
election, though defeated by a 
smaller plurality than other candi- 
dates on the State ticket. 

Nearly a year ago he toured ‘the 
State, visiting more than 80 coun- 
ties, and lining up local organiza- 
tion support. 

Wilson Men Were Confident. 

When Dearmont announced his 
candidacy, the Wilson leaders did 
not look upon it seriously. They 
believed their candidate had the 
nomination “sewed up,” and they 
refused to be worried about opposi- 
tion, From Kansas City came the 
announcement of Boss Pendergast 
that Wilson was the candidate of 
his organization, a statement which, 
in the opinion of the Wilson fol- 
lowing, made the nomination cer- 
tain inasmuch as Pendergast was 
credited with an ability to deliver 
a block of more than 50,000 votes 
to Wilson. 

Dearmont was undismayed, how- 
ever, and three months ago start- 
ed out campaigning. He has held 
before the voters the picture of 
big. boss control of the Democratic 
party and of the state government, 
and has taunted his opponent be- 
cause of his failure to take a defi- 
nite position on any public ques- 
tion. 

Gradually reports have come of 
the inroeds Dearmont was making 
on Wilson, and of organization sup- 
port which switched to him from 
Wilson in St. Louls and in many 
rural Democratic cour'fes. Recent- 
ly the Wilson organization began 
to take notice, and fires were start- 
ed in an effort to slow up the 
Dearmont progress, but none of 
them reached conflagration stage, 

The etory was started that Dear- 
mont hed been affiliated with the 
Ku Klux Klan, and the Dearmont 
followers immediately came back 
with a strong indorsement of him 
by the Catholic priest of his home 
town, and a showing that the fact 
there had -been no Klan organiza- 
tion in Cape Girardeau was due to 
Dearmont’s opposition to it. 

Wilson Voted With Drys. 

Next the report was circulated 
that Dearmont was “the candidate 
of Mrs. Nellie Burger and the W. 
Cc. T. U.” Then came the show- 
ing that Dearmont had no dry rec- 
ord, while the State Senate Journal 
showed that Wilson when a mem- 
ber of the Legislature voted with 
the drys. ae : 

Next Wilson speakers declared 
that if Dearmont was elected and 
the Legisiature adopted a resolu- 
tidn ratifying an amendment to 


the Federal Constitution to repea! | TE 


the eighteenth amendment, Dear- 
mont as Governor would veto it. 
The Dearmont group then brought 
out that the Governor has no pow- 
er ei{her of veto or approval of 
ratification of an amendment to the 
Federal Constitution. 

The developments of the cam- 
paign have been such that the Wil- 
son organizaticn, if not justifiably 
alarméd, ie justified in taking stock 


of the situation, and possibly re- 


vising ita plans by bringing Wilson 
out of retirement and onto. the 
hustings. 

That Dearmont has made decid- 
ed progress is not doubted, though 
there ig a difference of opinion 
among politicians as to the extent 
of his progress. Wilson had a long 
lead to start with, and Dearmont 
had a big handicap to overcome. 
The leaders in the Dearmont or- 
ganization contend he has already 
overcome the Wilson but the 
leaders of the Wilson o ization 
insist that any breaks in the Wil- 
son lines are inconsequential

SIMMONS HOLDING 
FRM 
DEALS DISCLOSED 


Assets of "Outinding Unit 
Converted Into Cash to 
Buy Parent Company’s 
Obligations. 

——_—_—_— 

How the Associated Simmons 
Hardware Companies converted as- 
sets of an operating unit into cash 
with which “géld notes” of the 
holding company were retired by 
open market purchases, was de- 
scribed yesterday in a deposition 
taken by attornéys for a notehold- 
er who has filed a receivership suit 
against the Simmons companies. 

The notes were purchased about 
@ year ago, after trustees for the 
noteholders had notified the Sim- 
mons companies that proceeds of 
further liquidation could not be ysed 
to buy notes on the open market, 
but would be held by the trustees 
for the benefit of all noteholders, 
This action was taken because as- 
sets of the Simmons companies 
were not sufficient te cover obli- 
gations imposed by the trust in- 
denture under which the notes were 
issued. 

The witness was Luther W. Cren- 
shaw, secretary of the Associated 
Simmons companies and of Sim- 
mons Hardware Co. of St. Louis, 
one of the operating units. Exam- 
ined before Special Commissioner 
J. Hugo Grimm by Robert Burnett 
of counsél for the notéholder seek- 
ing receivership, Crenshaw insist- 
ed the notes were purchased not 
with the proceeds of liquidation, 
but by converting assets of the Sim- 
mons Hardware Co. of Atlanta into 
cash. 

Assets Are “Gold Notes.” 

The difference betweén liquida- 
tion and conversion of assets into 
cash, Crenshaw explained, is that 
in the former case a _ liquidating 
dividend is paid to stockholders 
and the corporation is dissolved. 
The Atlanta company, he said, still 
maintains its corporate entity, al- 
though it is not in active business, 
and no liquidating dividend has 
been paid. Its asséts, instead of 
hardware, are “gold notes’ of the 
holding company. . 

Crenshaw was not certain how 
much had been realized by conver- 
sion of its hardware stock into 
cash, but thought it. was consider- 
ably in excess of $100,000. 

The “gold notes,” issued in 1923 
and maturing July 1, 1933, origin- 
ally totaled $10,000,000, but at 
present something less than $5,- 
000,000 are outstanding. Listed on 
the New Yerk Curb, they are 
quoted at about 20, selling on the 


note. : 
Quick Assets Below Ratio. 

The trust indenture provided that 
quick agsetgs af the Simmons com- 
panies and their operating units 
should always be one and @ quar- 
ter times the total of current lia- 
bilities and outstanding notes, but 
assets have not reached this ratio 
since Dec. 31, 1931. However, the 
trustéés, First National Bank ef 
st. Louis and Chase National Bank 
of New York, have not yet de- 
clared the notes in default. 

Investment firms which ynder- 
wrote the note issue, including 
First National Co. and Chase Secu- 
rities Corporation, affiliated with 
the trustees, have undértaken to 
form a noteholders protective com- 
mittee. The trustees hold that 
they cannot declare the notes in 
default until asked to do so by 25 
per cent of the notéholders. 

The receivership suit was filed 
by Leopold Block of Chicago, ‘hold- 
er of a $500 note. He asks also 
that the trustees be removed, and 
that their investment affiliates be 
enjoined from organizing a proteéc- 
tive cerimittée. 

Repaid Chase Bank Loan. 

It was brought out during the 
discussion among counsel at yester- 
d@y’s hearing that last year, while 
the Simmons yer egos A were los- 
ing $2,300,000, and while their as- 
sets remained below the ratio re- 
quired by the trust indenture, they 
repaid a $400,000 loan to Chase Na- 
tional Bank, one of the trustees. 
Block contends that the trustees, 
instead of assenting to that repay- 
ment, should have declared the 
notes in default and conserved as- 
sets of the companies for notehold- 
ers. 

Burnett, in questioning Cren- 
shaw, showed interest in the affairs 
of the Grant Leather Co. of Kings- 
port, Tenn., one of the operating 
units whose stock originally was 
held under the trust indenture as 
security for the note issue. It was 
released from the trust indenture 
in 1925 on payment of $25,000 to 
the trustees, although the Associ- 
ated Simmons companies retained 
ownership. 

This was done, Crenshaw ex- 
plained, because a deal to sell the 
Grant Leather Co., was on at that 
time. It was not concluded, and 
the company is now insdlvéent, and 
owes about $2,000,000 to the Asse- 
ciated Simmons companies. Out 
of that debt, Crenshaw said, the

WATCH MADE IN 1572 GIVEN

Elaborately Enameled, It Repre- 
sents First Departyre from 
“Nuremberg Ege?’ 

An elaborately enameled watch 
thade in 1572 by Humbert et 
Mairet, once the property of Lieut. 
Larkin G. Carter of the Missovyri 


' Militia, has been presented to Mis- 


seuri Historical Society by his de- 
scendant, Mrs. Lilly Carter Hop- 
kins of St. Charles. 

Only a small space of the enam- 
eled face was reserved fdr the dial, 
the remainder being-covered with 
an intricate decorative design and 
a landscape in miniature. The 
works represent the first departure 
from the “Nuremberg ege’’—a “‘fu- 
see,’” the primitive device te com- 
pensate the decreasing force of the 
unwinding mainspring. It is a chain 
wound on a barrel turned by the 
mainspring. The other end of the 
chain is wound on a spiral drum, 
so that the leverage increases as 
the spring runs down and so com- 
pensates for its weakening. ' 

With the watch Mrs. Hopkins 
presented her ancestor’s commis- 
sion as a Lieutenant in the Fif- 
teenth regiment of militia in 1824, 
bearing an early Missouri seal and 
sign by Goy.

MEYER DECLARES 


Governor of Federal Board 
Makes Outspoken Attack 
on Goldsborough’s Cur- 
rency Bill. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 18.—Out- 
spoken opposition to the Goldsbor- 
ough bill designed to stabilize the 
dollar at the 1926 level by currency 
expansion was expressed to the 
Senate Banking Committee today 
by Eugene Meyer, governor of the 
Federal Reserve Board. 


Meyer based his disapproval on 
the contention that execution of the 
bill’s mandate to restore the 1921- 
1929 commodity price level is not 
within the power of the Federal 
Reserve Board. 

Meyer told the committee that 
the Governors of the Federal Re- 
serve Banks are endeavoring to 
have funds resulting from the 
board’s purchase of securities used 
by the banks for loans to busi- 
ness on a larger scale than at 
present. 

Meyer said “one of the things 
discussed’’ at the meeting of the 
bank governors here yesterday was 
how to make the capital resulting 
from the board’s purchases of Gov- 
ernment bonds be released in loans 
to industry. 

“I think that on their return 
home the governors will endeavor 
more aggressively to effect that re- 
sult,.’”’ he said. 

To St&y on Gold Standard. 

Meyer said: “A great d@at has 
been done,” but remarked, “It takes 
time for financial measures to be 
reflected in business.” 

In response to a question from 
Senator Blaine (Rep.), Wisconsin, 
as to the chance of the United States 
going off the gold standard, Meyer 
asserted with emphasis, “There is 
not the slightest doubt in the mind 
of any responsible official about 
either the ability or the intention 
of the United States to-stay on the 
gold standard.” 

He added that every country that 
has gone off the gold standard 
wants to get back on it as soon as 
possible.” 

. “Arresting of Decline.” 

Méver said the country’s bank- 
ers, “have been through a trying 
situation,” adding: “They along 
with the rest of the world lack op- 
timism.”’ 

Meyer also said there has been 
“an arresting of the decline” in 
prices.

OUR editorials are very cleverly 
written, and generally show a great 
deal of common sense.

Do you, know that armament expendi- 
tures have decreased 2 per cent since 


. 1928, while all other Government expen- 


ditures have increased almost one-third? 
Do you know that even our small regular 
army of 139,000 officers and men is less 
than one-third war strength? Do you 
know that many of the regiments of the 
resular army exist only on paper? Do 
you know that a war-strength army calls 
for over 200,000 officers, and that we 
have less than 125,000, regular, National 
Guard and reserve? That many of the 
latter two classés are but indifferently 
trained and would fall out before the 
rigorous examination of efficiency 
Dboards?- Can't you realize that we need 
more ships now and in the near future 
because we so foolishly destroyed the six 
modern dreadnaughts as a pretty gesture 
after the disarmament conference of 
1922? 

We were compelled to fight in 1812 
because we were so unprepared that no 
nation took the trouble to respect us. 
And we did not win that war, all Fourth 
of July vaporings to the contrary not- 
withstanding. 

Civilians are but too prone to minimize 
the value of training, and then when a 
war comes along they complain bitterly 
that commanders are inefficient, and 
that money is wasted. Such are the di- 
rect results of indifference to military 
organization. 

Soldiers don’t start wars, but unfor- 
tunately they have to fight when busi- 
néss and the diplomats get into a tight 
corner. Soldiers can’t quit when an ap- 
parently hopeless task comes along, so 
they worry through, and then receive a 
lot of criticism when they finally strug- 
gle out from under. 

The pacifists would howl to the sky 
if the army and navy were to quit en 
masse as a gesture of protest, and un- 
fortunately the army and navy are gov- 
erned by such people, so must suffer this 
fll treatment in silence.

The Democratic party is presumably more liberal 
than the Republican party, but it did not prove so {n 
this illuminating test. The fight for high surtaxes 
was led by a Republican, and most of those who 
actively supported him were Republicans. 
Meanwhile, the Democratic leader in the Senate, 
Senator Robinson of Arkansas, as well as the ranking 
Democratic member on the Senate Finance Committee, 
Senator Harrison c* Mississippi, joined with the ad- 
ministration forces on the Republican side in putting 
over the moderate income tax schedule supported by 
the Treasury. 

Every distinction between the two major politica! 
parties was extinguished in this fight. Fighting 
shoulder to shoulder across the Senate aisle, Bourbon 
joined with Bourbon and Progressive joined with 

ve. 

We can well believe that as between the two pro 
posals some of the members of the Senate were in 
honest doubt. The testimony of Secretary Mills upon 
such a matter is naturally very effective. Senator 
Couzens said in the debate on the Senate floor that 
after the committee had spent three weeks on a tax 
bill, Secretary Mills came in and dictated one in 20; 
minutes. 

Nevertheless, it is a principle that was at stake. 
Granting that such a tax schedule as Senator Couzens 
proposed had encountered diminishing returns, it 
would still bave left Congress in much better con- 
science. No policy in taxation could have been 
sounder than that in balancing the national budget 
every citizen should pay according to ability. 

The high surtaxes for which Senator Couzens 
fought would not have hurt anybody either able or 
unable to pay them. They would, as a matter of fact, 
have given the country assurance that in an emer- 
gency the Government was playing no favorites. Sen- 
ator Couzens said in the debate thai there were 70 
people with incomes in excess of $1,000,000 in 1931, 
and he claimed for his schedule that its adoption 
would do away with the necessity for any tax upon 
production. ° 

As the matter stands, the budget can be balanced 
only by including selective sales taxes upon some ar- 
ticles and tariffs on others, altogether as sorry a tax 
mess as Congress ever devised. 

The outcome of the fight in the Senate is unworthy 
of that body. A quarter of a century ago the Senate 
was epithetically called a rich man’s club. The esteem 
to which it has risen as a pop “fo and a free 
deliberative body since th pular ae was in- 
stituted has been richly deserved. The cquntry had 
every reason to believé that when the tax bill reached 
the Senate all the people would get their due. 

It is a profound disappointment tbat in so vital a 
test the Senate has belied its good name. 


WHERE OUR MONEY GOES. 

To Senator Robinson’s motherin-law, placed on

TWO VICTORIES FOR THE STATES. 

Two interesting decisions handed down by the 
Supreme Court confirm the sovereignty of states over 
their natural resources. 

A suit brought by the Champlin Refining Co. of 
Enid, Ok., attacked the Oklahoma oil curtailment act, 
under which rules, regulations and pool-rationing or- 
ders were issued by the Oklahoma Corporation Com- 
mission. The Champlin company denied the right 
of the State to restrict its production, but the court, 
upholding the act, said such unrestricted production 
would result in physical waste. This decision vindi- 
cates Gov. Murray, who called out the National Guard 
last year to enforce the Corporation Commission's or- 
ders to shut down wells. 

Right of a state to impose a license tax on the 
generation of electric power within its borders, even 
though that power is transmitted to another state, 
was upheld unanimously. The suit was brought by 
the Utah Power & Light Co., which contended that 
generation and transmission of power constituted 
only one operation, and that a person who turned 
on a switch in Utah caused the generation of power 
in Idaho. [he court exploded this sophistry by hold- 
ing that thé generation of the current was as distinct 
an operation as making flour out of grain. Under 
this decision, Missouri has the authority to tax elec- 
tricity generated at Baguell Dam, or any other power 
plant, .egardless of its ultimate destination. 

We are making progress when the highest court in 
the land takes cognizance of waste in the case of oil, 
and if the taxing powers of the state could mean any- 
thing more in the utility field than that the con- 
sumer would pay the tax, we would be making prog- 
ress there. 
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CANDIDATE CARAWAY. 

Democratic politicians tn Arkansas who gallantly 
stood aside so Gov. Parnell could appoint the late 
Senator Caraway’s widow to his seat, and with equal 
courtliness gave her no opposition in the subsequent 
special election, must have been taken aback by her 
announcement that she wants to succeed herself. This 
apparently was not according to schedule, and the 
bewing and scraping was only because most of the 
Caraway term had been served.

THE PUBLIC, INC. 

There is need for such an organization as that pro 
posed by the St. Louis Chamber of Commerce, and 
“The Public, Inc.,” is an attractive name. Only tax- 
payers are eligible to join, but, as correctly stated in 
the announcement, “every citizen pays taxes, whether 
be knows it or not,” and everybody, therefore, may 
become a member by paying the nominal fee of $1. 

The purpose of the organization is to reduce taxes. 
It hopes to accomplish this by education. Members 
will be supplied regularly with reports on govern- 
mental economy and taxation. 

The taxpayer cannot interest himself in taxes with- 
out also interesting himself in politics, and it is the 
neglect of politics that has brought the country to its 
present plight. We.think we can stay out of politics 
and let politicians run publie affairs for us, but in 
time we learn that designing people have taken the 
politicians over. They have been doing this in the 
United States until the burden af government has 
become intolerable. It will continue intolerable until 
the people interest themselves in their own business. 

Just the same, drastic economies ought to be ap 
plied now, and they will be applied once an informed 
public opinion demands it. That is what this organ- 
ization is designed to créate—an informed public 
opinion as to taxation. 

We have all been told over and over again that the 
ultimate consumer pays the tax, but mostly we have 
not believed. But it is a truism which happens to 
be true. We have, for example, soaked the railroads 
with taxes. The shippers pay those taxes in freight 
rates, which the ultimate consumer pays in turn to 
the grocer, or the butcher, or the department store. 
We raise the taxes on real estate, and the tenant 
pays them when he pays his rent. The heaviest tax 
of all is levied on us by the tariff. The bill assessed 
against the American people by the Fordney-McCum- 
ber tariff law was estimated by persons supposed to 
know at four billion dollars a year. Still, the bene 
ficiaries of that ouirageous subsidy were not satis- 
fied. They yelled for higher duties, and got them: 
But they did not get what they expected. They killed 
the goose that laid the golden eggs when they put 
over the Hawley-Smoot Act, but they don’t know it. 

Mr. Average Man is not the only chap who needs 
to be educated in the subject of who pays the tax. 
In this respect the Captain of Industry, with en- 
lightened exceptions, is woefully illiterate. So, too, 
are many of our statesmen. The present experience, 
it may be, has made them amenable to the instruction 
which it is now proposed to supply them in the 
charts, maps and bulletins of The Public, Inc. 
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A CRUEL DECEPTION. 

A more cruel and systematic deception can scarcely 
be imagined than that to which John Hughes Curtis, 
Norfolk boat builder, now has confessed after two 
months of posing as an intermediary in negotiations 
with the kidnapers of the Lindbergh baby. It seems 
incredible that a supposedly responsible citizen should 
deliberately arouse false hopes in the suffering par- 
ents and should knowingly lead astray the search for 
the criminals who abducted the child. 

The brutal murder of the child, disclosed last week 
by discovery of the body, gave shocking proof to what 
depths of cruelty human beings may descend in their 
lust for money. This heartless hoax, on the part of 
a man vouched for by social and business intimates 
as reliable, discloses to what depths a lust for the 
spotlight will carry an individual. 

For weeks, the hopes of a nation that sympathized 
and suffered with the parents were centered -on the 
promise of the child’s return inspired by the mys 
terious cruises off the Atlantic coast. Col. Lindbergh 
gave his time to following the deceiver’s concoctions. 
Now the parents, gallant in the face of their great 
misfortune, learn that the man they trusted was 
deliberately betraying their confidence. The possi- 
bility that mental aberrations may have inspired 
Curtis’ story makes it none the less a sickening chap- 
ter added to the Lindbergh tragedy. 
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SAILOR HOME FROM THE SEA. 

A bequest more important than the fleet of steam- 
ships which he assembled to ply the seven seas was 
the testimonial to a zest for living which Capt. Rob 
ert Dollar left behind. He did not triumph over 
death, but be fought age to a standstill under the 
wind-blown clouds of far-off horizons.

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AT THE SENATE TAX CIRCUS. 


The Robinson-Hoover Plan 


By Walter Lippmann. 


T REALLY is of the utmost importance 
J ena: Opinion be not confused by catcn- 

words in discussing measures to promote 
recovery. The problem is difficult enough 
in itself. But the difficulties will be great- 
ly magnified if those who discuss them do 
not take the utmost care to find out exact- 
ly what it is that is being discussed. This 
is particularly true of the current discus- 
sion about a public works program. 

‘There are three plans to be considered. 
The first is that of Senator Robinson, which 
was set forth Wednesday of last week. He 
described it as follows: 

With assurances that the budget will be 
balanced and with emergency assistance in 
sight for those in distress, a well-considered 
construction program may be promptly au- 
thorized and éntered upon by the issuance 
of, say, two billion dollars of tax-exempt 
bonds to be spent upon self-liquidating or 
profit-making enterprises, such as tunnels, 
bridgés and the destruction of slum dis- 
tricts in the great industrial centers. In 
instances where their credit resources have 
not been too far depleted and where au- 
thority exists or can be promptly obtained, 
the states and the cities desiring to carry 
forward constructio# programs which have 
been suspended because of lack of credit 
should deliver to the Government their own 
tax-exempt obligations, and the revenues 
from the undertaking should be impounded 
to pay, first, the running expenses, and sec- 
ond, interest and sinking fund to the Gev- 
ernment. 

* = * 

The second plan under consideration is 
the President’s, made public the day fol- 
lowing Senator Robinson's statement. There 
is only ene important difference between 
the two plans. Both agree that the Fed- 
eral credit should be pledged only to “in- 
come-producing and seif-sustaining enter- 
prises.” But the President proposes that 
the Federal Government make loans to pri- 
vate corporations as well as to public 
bodies. 

The third plan is that originally spva- 
sored by Senator Wagner and by Senator 
La Follette. It is backed by ex-Gov. 
Smith. It propeses to undertake public 
works without requiring that they be velf- 
liquidating. 

Thus, among those who wish to take 
positive measures, the debate centers or 
two questions: 

1. Shai) the enterprises ‘e limited to self- 
liquidating projects, which entail s0 
charges on the budget for interest, sinking 
fund, operation or maintenance? 

2. Shall private enterprises be included 
or shall the projects be confined to public 
enterprises ? 

These are the questions of principle to 
be discussed. These questions have te be 
answered before a program can be agreed 
upon. 

-_ s * 

Before seeking an answer, we must first 
of all consider the case ef those who ob- 
ject to any positive program of this charac- 
ter. The Herald Tribune objects. Passing 
over the fact that the Heraid Tribune has 
confused the Robinson-Hoover plan with 
the La Follette-Wagner-Smith plan, tbe 
crux of the objection is that the new credit 
applied te enterprises will xot tin a pertod 
of “debt-paying,” that is, of deflation. “set 
in motion a series of stimuli vhich spread 
gradually throughout the country. For aft- 
er one or two changes of hands—it returns 
to the banks, where !t merely ceases to be, 
like amy other credit that is not “needed.” 

This argument assumes that the money 
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| 
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received by employes and firms engaged in 
the work would be used by them, or by 
those from whom they in turn made pur- 
chases, to repay loans at the banks, and 
that the banks would make no new loans. 
This, I take it, is what ‘s meant by saying 
that the new credit would quickly cease to 
be. 

The argument assumes that the time has 
not yet come for a resumption of invest- 
ment, that debt-paying, or tn other words, 
deflation, has not gone far enough. Those 
who argue this way can point to the tact 
that although the Federal “eserve Banks 
have been creating credit on a large scale, 
the member banks continue to call loans 
and to deflate. The banks do not want to 
invest, and, therefore, it is argued that a 
positive program of credit creation and 
public investment must fail. 

> 7 — 

Now it would be admitted, I suppose, that 
the essence of recovery would be a resump- 
tion of investment. If tomorrow morning 
the bankers announced that they had sald 
successfully a bond issue, let us say, to 
electrify the Pennsylvania Railroad, and 
the next day that they had sold success- 
fully a bond issue to construct a large pow- 
er plant, the objectors to the Robinson- 
Hoover idea would unquestionably hail the 
news as most encouraging. 

Now what is it that stands in the way 
of such undertakings? Is it a belief that 
the country will never again need capital 
improvements? Hardly. Is it a belief that 
capital improvements cannot be made prof- 
itably? Yes. Why can’t they be made 
profitably? Some would say because the 
costs of materials and labor are still too 
high; others that the volume of business is 
not great enough to make any enterprise 
profitable. The objection as to costs is a 
matter for negotiation with contractors and 
with labor; the objection as to volume is a 
question of being able to wait for an ‘m=: 
provement in business. For this walting 
means uncertainty in the mind of the in- 
vestor. He wants to be very sure that the 
money he invests will be safe as to capita! 
and interest. 

+ * * 

The fundamenta] argument fer the Rob- 
insou-Hoover idea is that it is a pian to 
overcome this initial hesitation of the tn- 
vestor by giving him the assurance ‘hat 
the national credit is pledged. Let us take 
a concrete illustration. Suppose the Port 
of New York authority undertook to build 
a vehicular tunnel under the East River. 
Suppose it issued bonds ‘or that tunnei 
which were guaranteed as io interest and 
sinking fund by the tolls of the tunnel. Snup- 
pose then that the Federal Government an- 
nounced that it would buy those bends at 
par whenever offered. I am no bond ex- 
pert, but I should suppose that private in- 
vestors would be glad to get uch bonds 
and that actually the Governmgnt would 
not have to buy many of th Now if 
this happened, an actual increase of in- 
vestment would have taken place. 

Those who object to this idea on the 
ground that the mosey received by con- 
tractors and employes will simply be de- 
flated out of existence by the banks take 
& very ominous view of the present situa- 
tion. They imply that, after the most dras- 
tic deflation of prices and credit of which 
there is any record, a still more drastic de- 
fiation is impending. Now > may be 
granted that there is still considerable scal- 
ing down of inflated capital structure to 
be gone through with. But ¢¥ is perfectly 
possibile, o¢ at least it has been perfectly
